Still it is appar- 
ent to every observing citizen that the 
great mass of evidence in the tase 
shows that the prisoner is undoubtedly 
of sound mind, but is slightly 
„eranked on his own importance, 
and is decidedly fanatical on the sub- 
ject of notoriety. Some of the recent 
testimony in the trial has developed 
the fact that the assassin has always 
claimed that he would make himself 
notorious, and one of the witnesses of 
the past few days even swore that Guit- 
eau had on one occasion stated to him 
that he would make himself known 
even if he had to imitate the example 
of Booth, and kill some great man.

to be shrewd and calculating, and has 
evinced the most remarkable dramatic 
powers. To show what impression the 
stage abilities of Guiteau have pro- 
duced on the theatrical fraternity, the 
opinion of a leading actor of New York 
is appended. To a Washington report- 
er, Mr. Harris, of the Mary Anderson 
troupe, said: 


“Guiteau is not insane, but he is a remark- 
able actor. To be sure, he had the advantage 
of realistic surroundings and in acting for his 
life, but still he deserves credit for his clever- 
ness, He has not, — 8, brains enough to be 
insane, but certainly sufficient to be a very dan- 

rous eccentric. One strong evidence against 
e idea of insanity is the fact that he grows 
w at times, and rests himself, just as a man 
on the stage does. Now, fatigue is something 
utterly unknown to a man who is insane. The 
brain of an insane man is never wearied. This 
fellow, Guiteau, nurses himself up to his act- 
ing point, either by pretending to write or by 
hiding himself bebind a newspaper which he 
pretends to read. It is much easier to act where 
everything is real than where 1 is ad- 
rer as artificial, as on the stage and in a 
Play. 


Tux recent dreadful holocaust at 
Vienna more than parallels the Brook- 
Iyn theatre fire of several years ago. 
The latest dispatches convey the sad 
intelligence that oyer one thousand 
persons perished in the flames. The 
fire originated on the stage and swept 
rapidly over the auditorium, leaped the 
galleries and surrounded the various 
exits, cutting off all means of escape. 
Before any relief measures could be 
devised hundreds of people were suffo- 
cated, trampled and burned to deaih. 
The scene as described by eye witnesess 
was fearful, and exceeded anything of 
the kind that has occurred during the 
last decade. 


Ever since the inauguration of Arthur 
the enemies of Secretary Blaine have 
been circulating the report that that 
gentleman was endeavoring to retain 
his place under the present administra- 
tion.

TME FIRE RECORD. 


Burning of a Chicago Warehouse 
Fatal Fire in Pennsylvania. 


Cuicaco, Dec. 10.—The four-story brick 
warehouse of D. M. Osborne & Co., on 
South Morgan street, was entirely de- 
stroyed by fire this morning. The build- 
ing was filled with reapers and machinery, 
on which there was an insurance of $100,- 


A HORRIBLE HOLOCAUST. 


PirrspurG, Dec. 10.—News of a terrible 
and shocking holocaust which occurred at 
Rock Cut, seven miles from this city, this 
mosning about three o’clock, by which 16 
men were burned to death, and a large 
number fatally burned, has been received 
here. The fire occurred in a boarding 
house in which nearly fifty workmen, em- 
ployes at the Davis Island dam, were 
boarding. 

FURTHER DETAILS. 

This morning’s horror exceeds anything 
in this vicinity in some time. The board- 
ing-house was set fire by the explosion of 
a lamp. Out of forty persons known to 
be sleeping in it only twenty-four escaped, 
and even they were all more or less burned, 
and not one of them succeeded in securing 
their clothes, so rapid was the progress. of 
the flames. Others were literally roasted 
to death, without the possibility of an ef- 
fort being made to rescue them. 


FEARFUL. 


The Number Burned in the Vienna 
Fire will reach 1,000. 


Vienna, Dec. 9.—The theatre fire was 
much more disastrous than at first report- 
ed. It is now feared that not many less 
than one thousand perished. It is proba- 
ble there were six hundred in the fourth 
gallery, the doors of which opened in- 
ward, making escape impossible. The 
passage and stairways are very narrow. 
The building is described as a perfect 
death trap. The flames filled the audi- 
torium almost instantly, bursting from 
the stage in a vast sheet and roll- 


with their heads burned off, showing that 
the fire had swept down on the top of a 
densely packed mass of bodies. Many ap- 
pear to have died of suffocation; while 
numbers bear such terrible evidences of a 
struggle for life, as skulls crushed, limbs 
distorted and broken, arms torn from the 
body and bowels protruding. The fire de- 
partment proved totally inefficient to 
check the flames, although the life saving 
brigade did some service with ladders and 
nets. Much money is being subscribed 
for the benefit of the sufferers. Newspa- 
pers demand an inspection and, if neces- 
sary, a remodeling of all theatres before 
any more performances are allowed, claim- 
ing that the alleged periodical examina- 
tions of the police are a perfect fraud. 


End of an Ex-Congressman. 
Crnctnxati, Dec. 10.—Geo. H. B. Ban- 
ning, ex-member of Congress from the 
Second District of Ohio, died suddenly 
and unexpectedly at his residence in 
Cumminsville this morning. He had been 
suffering from ill health for several weeks.

street, near Temple street, was adopted. 

The committee on fire and water re- 
ported on s petition of W. B. Levwich, 
asking that one month’s wages be paid to 
him. It was ordered that a warrant be 
drawn in his favor. a 

A communication from the county 
clerk, asking whether the city would sell 
its interest in the jail property, was laid 
on the table for two weeks. 

The petition of 8. B. Caswell and oth- 


ers, complaining of one Buckley, for fenc- 
ing in the road to the$jFeliz ranch, and 
asking that another road be opened, was 
referred to the board of public works. 

The petition of B. A. Stern, complain- 
ing of Chinamen who are plowing up 
Tenth street, west of Pearl street, was re- 
ferred to the board of public works. 

The petition of H. W. Scott and others 
asking to be allowed to grade and improve 
Sansevaine street was granted. 

The report of the board of health was 
placed on file. 

An ordinance prepared by the commit- 
tee on fire and water, regulating gas 
works within the fire limits was presented 
and referred back to the committee. 

At this stage of the proceedings the fun 


began. 

The Rev. Dr. Chase took the floor and 
read a long petition from the citizens 

resent at the Sunday closing meeting 

ld last Sunday. He said that they did 
not want to take up the fight against their 
opponents. All we want is that they let 
us worship in a quiet way. We keepawa 
from their beer gardens and don’t distur 
them and we want them to let us worship 
quietly on Sunday.”’ 

He then asked that the council instruct 
the chief of police to enforce the law. 

Councilman Cohn now came forward. 
He did not object to the petition, only 
that there were two sides to the question, 
and the council was elected to serve the 
whole er Some of the people 
were opposed to this law, and the council 
would have to look into the matter. The 
Christians should apply to the proper per- 
sons. They have the chief of police and 
attorneys to go to. And any citizen can 
make a complaint and test the case. 

The Rev. Mr. Ellis made quite a lengthy 
and eloquent speech, and reverted to the 
great wrong going on in Los Angeles.
